Reports from various quarters in- 


dicate that there are many less flirt; 
tbis summer. Inasmuch as time takes 
the edge off of past pain and annoy- 
ance, the truth probably is that the 
decrease is much greater than any 
or us realizes. 


Undoubtedly, the "swat the fly" 


campaigns and, 
ever 
more, 
the 


"starve the fly" campaigns have had 
a most powerful influence. 
Never 


before has the general interest in 
annihilating the fly equalled the pres- 
ent. 


In citing the various agencies to 


which credit is due, sight must not 
be lost of the automobile. The in- 
crease in the number of automobiles 
and the decrease in the number of 
driving horses, particularly, is hav- 
ing a marked influence in ridding 
residence neighborhoods of flies. 


Private stables which used to fur- 


nish their full quota of uncovered 
manure boxes are now locked or used 
as automobile garages. A hasty sur- 
vey ot a large resilience neighbor- 
hood in Milwaukee failed to discover 
a single stable in use. In this same 
district there were years ago (when 
it was much less populous) a large 
number ot fly maintaining horses. 


The better class residence districts 


ot New York, have for years, been 
comparatively free from flie.s. 
In_- 


deed, window screens have been com- 
paratively scarce. That this has been 
due, in part at,least, to the prohibi- 
tive cost of maintaining private driv- 
ing horses cannot be denied. 


With the passing of the hor.sc, 


there will come a great improvement 
in the general sanitary conditions 
of our cities. 
The streets will be 


maintained in a clean condition at 
lees cost than has been required to 
keep them partially so. 


While horses will continue to be 


extensively used for some years to 
come, the tendency will be to con- 
centrate their stabling. With this 
concentration there will be greater 
possibilities for local health officials 
to maintain more rigid enforcement 
of sanitary regulations. 


It must not be forgotten that in 


spite of this year's gains upon the 
fly, that the period of their greatest 
prosperity is the present one. Vigil- 
ance needs to be maintained. New in- 
terest needs to be revivified and for- 
tified. Fortunately for us, the fly has 
no sense.

To HIP Ku::Tii of Directors of thfe T. 


U. Scott Public Library. 
Ladies and Gentlemen:—Herewith 


i.s submitted the annual report of 
the Public Library for the year cnd- 
i]Ib- June 'JO, 1914. 


II constant iue and steady growth 


in popularity may be taken as evi- 
dence, the pant year has been a very 
satisfactory one. While no new lines 
of activity have been entered upon, 
the staii.-lics bliow that the library 
in hold in? its place as an educational 
factor in the city. 


We have added 
55-i volumes to 


the library, 259 volumes were with- 
drawn, the total now being S,&46. 
'I he raterence department was in- 
crea.sed by the addition of twenty-six 
bound magazines. Over 300 books 
have been collated, cleaned, and sent 
to the bindery. 


It mufl be borne in mind that the 


lite o£ re-bound b/bok is usually 
twice that of a new book, hence the 
ec^iomy of rebinding.

Five clubs responded, and 


our periodical list was increased by 
me magazines. The magazines have 
been in circulation constantly and 
L 3 G 4 have been loaned the past year. 


The reference work of a library 


is one of its most interesting and im- 
portant phases. Questions vary from 
the history of the Saxons to a recipe 
for removing mildew, and the best 
waj to build a dove cote. Reference 
work was done for seven literary 
clubs instead of five, and aid was 
ghen the Nekoosa Club. Our group 
of books on Palestine was loaned to 
the Sludy Club of Port Edwards for 
a year's work. Our most important 
reference work was done with the 
High School. 
Many questions for 


the hislory classes were answered 
and material found for senior ora- 
tions for both Grand Rapids and Ne- 
koosa. 
Material for debates was 


found for the Debating Society, chief 
among them being the debate on the 
"Minimum Wage" between the High 
schools of Wausau, Marshfield and 
Grand Rapids. 


At the beginning of the school year 


a circular letter was sent to the 
teachers, asking them to co-operate 
with the library and offering the use 
of special privilege cards. 
The let- 


ters were backed up by visits to the 
various rooms during the year, re- 
questing the teachers to make their 
wanls known, and offering to co- 
operate as far as the library resources 
would permit.

300 books were circulated on teach- 
leacliers' cards.

libraries circulated 1110 books. 


The last week in April prizes were 


offered the students of the Seventh 
and Kighth grades of

"Birds of Wood County." Attention 
\jvas called to the books on .birds in 
HIP public library, and suggestive 
lihts of birds were sent to each grade. 
The teachers were asked to interest 
the students as far as possible in 
the work. 
Father Fleiduer gave a 


very interesting talk on "Our Com- 
mon Birds" for the benefit of the 
students interested in the contest. 


The County Normal has made con- 


stant use of the library. Miss Mac- 
Dermid brought pupils to the library 
to teach them the location of the 
vaiiou's classes, and to borro.w books, 
on historical and travel topics. 


A regular story has not been held 


during the year but on the Satur- 
day before Christmas, the children 
of the Third grade were entertained 
with Christmas stories around a can- 
dle lighted tree. 
A Christmas tree 


with no gifts is rather a, cheerless 
affair, to as a complete surprise, gay 
bags of popcorn and candy were dis- 
tributed at the close of the stories. 
Unfortunately, the attendance was 
not large, as the fact that there was 
to be a present from the tree had not 
been mentioned. 


However, many children express- 


ed their disappointment at not know- 
ing "there would be a present," and 
it is safe to predict a larger attend- 
ance at any future story hour. 


The Xekoosa Branch Library has 


been moved into a very pleasant room 
in the new Alexander school, and 
proper shelving has been provided by 
the library committee of Nekoosa. 
Over 300 books and many magazines 
have been donated.

dolences and sent cards. From many 
humble homos came (lowers, us Mrs. 
Wilson had made many friends in the 
alums and city generally, in her en- 
deavor to help the friendless and pov- 
erty-stricken. 


Was a Southerner by Birih. 


Mrs. Woodrow Wilson was born In 


Savannah, Ga., the daughter of Rev. 
Sfimuel Edward and Mrs. Margaret 
,Inne Axson. 
Her maiden name was 


Ellen Louise Axson. She was edu;v;ced 
by her parents and was graduated 
from Shorter college In Rome, Ga. Her 
father was the pastor ot the Presby- 
terian church In Rome. 


Early in life she had given promis- 


ing Indications of artistic ability, and 
sho went to New York city and studied 
at the Art Students' league, where her 
work attracted attention and admira- 
tion. 


In 1885 Thomas Woodrow Wilson, 


then a young lawyer, and Jong a 
friend of the Axsons, went to New 
York and took Miss Axson back South 
with him. They were married In the 
parsonage of tho Independent Presby- 
terian 
church at Savannah, where 


Mrs. Wilson was born. 


Mrs. Wilson was never socially in- 


clined. The Wilsons always have lived 
simply, without flourish. Mrs. Wilson 
Insisted, after sho became the first 
lady In the land, that it was possible 
for her to dress in keeping with the 
high position v/hich she held on $1,000 
iv year. Sho always designed her own 
drosses nnd those of her three daugh- 
ters. 


Kept Up Her Painting. 


During all of her married life Mrs. 


! Wilson, found time to continue at her 
I paint lap:. -She designed the famous gar- 
! dens which surrounded the president's 


I residence at Princeton and furnished 
| plans for the house Itself. But mostly

of It, In this primitive fashion, I still recall with 
a keen sense of exhilaration and delight. 


Early one morning about the middle of June, 


with heavy hob-nailed boots on our feet, stout 
walking sticks In our hands and knapsacks on 
our backs, we set forth to walk from Thusls over 
the Julier pass Into the Engadine. 
Toward noon 


•we snatched an hour's nap at a wayside Inn, after 
lunching on brook trout fresh from the water 
afid vegetables fresh from the earth. We stopped 
for the night In a little mountain village where 
the charge at the hotel for breakfast and a large 
corner room with polished hard-wood floor, hand- 
woven and hand-embroidered linen sheets and 
three daintily curtained windows framing mag- 
nificent panoramas of snow mountains and cas- 
cades, amounted to 48 cents each! 
The pic- 


turesque 
little proprietress 
apologetically ex- 


plained that the extras which we had so recklessly 
Incurred In the tvay of eggs and Jam for break- 
fast were responsible for the swollen proportions 
of the bill. 


It seemed like flying In the face of Providence 


to hurry away at once, so, yielding to the protest 
of our tired feet and tbe combined charms of the 
place, the proprietress and the prices, we stopped 
another day In this little patch of paradise and 
started oft next morning refreshed In body and 
Boul, for our three days' trip by easy stages down 
into the valley of the Engadine. 


Making our headquarters in St. Moritz, we 


walked all over this enchanting region, seeing It 
In Its most glorious season, the month of flowers, 
when the fields are shot with every color of the 
rainbow and Alpine roses run riot over all the 
hills, while starry gentians make their part of 
the earth as blue as the sky and pansles and but- 
tercups In the valley spread a cloth of pure gold 
for one's feet. 


From St. Moritz -we set out for a week's walk- 


Ing trip to Andermatt through one of the least 
tourist-spoiled 
regions of Switzerland, stopping 


en route at little chalet hotels, where we ate, 
drank and slept with all the Joy and some of 
the power of the virile, voracious races oT primi- 
tive man. 
At the top of the Oberalp pass the 


proprietor of the hotel welcomed us as Noah 
might have welcomed the dove that returned to 
the ark with the first sign of dry land. Thus far, 
the poor man told us, his season had been so 
superlatively bad that his 
family had 
been 


obliged to eat meat! 


As we tvere somewhat puzzled by this para- 


doxical utterance, he hastened to explain that In 
the absence of guests (and I might add, cold stor- 
age facilities) there was nothing to do with the 
meat on hand but to allow the family to eat It- 
Judging from his attitude we could Imagine the 
sort of chastened pleasure with which his house- 
hold must have partaken of this feast which, 
while undoubtedly ministering to their carnal 
satisfaction, betokened their financial undoing. 


From the pass we made a. side excursion to lit- 


tle lake Toma—the source of the Rhone—on our 
way down to Andermatt, where we inspected, aa 
much as Is allowable to foreigners, the splendid 
fortifications which the Swiss promptly erected 
on the St. Gothqrd pass when Italian Imperialism 
threatened to rob them of their Italian-speaking 
cantons. 


The Swiss army is one of the most remarkable 


of her Institutions. It is the Ideal toward which 
the common people of every European country, 
weighed down with taxes for huge standing ar- 
mies, turn with longing and hope. 
The Swiss 


have a wonderful system of militia which saves 
millions of money to the taxpayers and years of 
freedom from military service to the soldiers. 
Practically all Swiss serve In the militia and re- 
serves. The training thus received would be In- 
sufficient were It not preceded and supplemented 
by military training for boys In school, and rifle 
practice every year by virtually tie entire male 
population. 


In this highly original and economical way lit- 


tle Switzerland, with a 'population of less than 
three millions of people, actually has at her beck 
and call an army of 337,000 of the most martial 
soldiers in Europe, armed, equipped and ready to 
take the field at an hour's notice. 


Leaving Andermatt we crossed the Furka pass 


Into the Rhone valley and In the course of the - 
summer we walked over a number of passes, the 
Albula, Brunig, Gemml, Meiden, Augstburg and 


Tete Nolr, each, with Its own special variety of 
Alpine scenery. None of these, however, opened 
up a view that could compare In grandeur of 
form and mass and mysterious beauty of color 
and shade with that which. Btretched out before 
us as we reached the summit 'of tho Furka and 
looked westward over miles of glaciers, Inter- 
twined with green valleys and surrounded on all 
sides by chain after chain of snow-covered, cloud- 
cupped mountains In an ocean of sunset glory. 


On our walking trips It- was Interesting to 


watch the faces of people who passed us In dili- 
gences, carriages or automobiles; some as they 
whirled by looked down upon us with plutocratic 
scorn, others with indifference- or surprise, but 
those who realized what they were missing must 
have envied us as we strode alqng, Inhaling great 
draughts of pure ozone, stopping to rest or read, 
or eat or sleep, whenever wo wished, and always 
carrying with us tho exultant sense of personal, 
physical 
triumph over this proud old Alpine 


world.

But we were by no means total abstainers from 


the pleasures of occasional drives, which lent 
added zest to our tramps. 
Onb drive which wo 


took over the Grlmse! pass IB Indelibly Impressed 
on my memory. 
Having blistered our feet on 


the trip to tho Grimes! Hospice wo limped Ig- 
nominously into the hostelry ind requested tho 
proprietor to send us some liniment.

SCfflJRZ WOMAN 


N SWITZERLAND the way to get 
about the country, If one has the time 
and energy, is not by means of its 
railways, nor of its splendid system 
of diligences, nor yet by automobile, 
but simply and joyfully on foot, for, 
in order to see Switzerland aright, 
one must use his feet as well as hl» 
eyes. One summer which we devoted 
to doing Switzerland, or rather a part 


of it, in this primitive fashion, I still recall with 
a keen sense of exhilaration and delight. 


Early one morning about the middle of June, 


with heavy hob-nailed boots on our feet, stout 
walking sticks in our hands and knapsacks on 
our backs, we set forth to walk from Thusis over 
the Julier pass into the Engadine. Toward noon 
we snatched an hour's nap at a wayside inn, after 
lunching on brook trout fresh from the water 
and vegetables fresh from the earth. We stopped 
for the night in a little mountain village where 
the charge at the hotel for breakfast and a large 
corner room with polished hard-wood floor, hand- 
woven and hand-embroidered linen sheets and 
three daintily curtained windows framing mag- 
nificent panbramas of snow mountains and cas- 
cades, amounted to 48 cents each! 
The pic- 


turesque little proprietress apologetically ex- 
plained that the extras which we had so recklessly 
incurred in the way of eggs and jam for break- 
fast were responsible for the swollen proportions 
of the hill. 


It seemed like flying In the face of Providence 


to hurry away at once, so, yielding to the protest 
of our tired feet and the combined charms of the 
place, the proprietress and the prices, we stopped 
another day in this little patch of paradise and 
started off next morning refreshed in body and 
Bonl, for our three days' trip by easy stages down 
into the valley of the Engadine. 


Making our headquarters In St. Morltz, we 


walked all over this enchanting region, seeing it 
In Its most glorious season, the month of flowers, 
when the fields are shot with every color of the 
rainbow and Alpine roses run riot over all the 
hills, while starry gentians make their part 'of 
the earth as blue as the sky and pansles and but- 
tercups in the valley spread a cloth of pure gold 
for one's feet. 


From St Moritz we set out for a week's walk- 


Ing trip to Andermatt through one of the least 
tourist-spoiled regions ol Switzerland, stopping 
en route at little chalet hotels, where we ate, 
drank and slept with all the Joy and some of 
the power of the virile, voracious races of primi- 
tive man. At the top of the Oberalp pass the 
proprietor of the hotel welcomed us as Noah 
might have welcomed the dove that returned to 
the ark with the first sign of dry land. Thus far, 
the poor man told us, his season had been so 
superlatively bad that his family had been 
obliged to eat meat! 


As we were somewhat puzzled by this para- 


doxical utterance, he hastened to explain that in 
the absence of guests (and I might add, cold stor- 
age facilities) there was nothing to do with the 
meat on hand but to allow the family to eat it. 
Judging from his attitude we could imagine the 
sort of chastftied pleasure with which his house- 
hold must have partaken of this feast which, 
while undoubtedly ministering to their carnal 
satisfaction, betokened their financial undoing. 


From the pass we made a side excursion to lit- 


tle lake Toma—the source of the Rhone—on our 
way down to Andermatt, where we inspected, as 
much as is allowable to foreigners, the splendid 
fortifications which the Swiss promptly erected 
on the St. Gothard pass when Italian Imperialism 
threatened to rob them of their Italian-speaking 
cantons. 


The Swiss army is one of the most remarkable 


of her Institutions. It is the ideal toward which 
the common people of every European country, 
weighed down with taxes for huge standing ar- 
mies, turn with longing and hope 
The Swiss 


have a wonderful system of militia which saves 
millions of money to the taxpayers and years of 
freedom from military service to the soldiers. 
Practically all Swiss serve In the militia and re- 
serves 
The training thus received would be in- 


sufficient were it not preceded and supplemented 
by military training for boys in school, and rifle 
practice every year by virtually the entire male 
population. 


In this highly original and economical way lit- 


tle Switzerland, with a population of less than 
three millions of people, actually has at her beck 
and call an army of 337,000 of the most martial 
soldiers In Europe, armed, equipped and ready to 
take the field at an hour's notice. 


Leaving Audermatt we crossed the Furka pass 


into the Rhone valley and in the course of the 
summer we walked over a number of passes, the 
Albula, Brunig, Gemml, Meiden, Augstburg and 


Tete Noir, each with Ita own special variety of 
Alpine scenery. None of these, however, opened 
up a view that could compare in grandeur of 
form and mass and mysterious beauty of color 
and shade with that which stretched out before 
us as we reached the summit jof the Furka and 
looked westward over miles of glaciers, Inter- 
twined with green valleys and surrounded on all 
sides by chain after chain of snow-covered, cloud- 
capped mountains in an ocean of sunset glory 


On our walking trips it was interesting to 


watch the faces of people who passed us In dili- 
gences, carriages or automobiljs; some as they 
whirled by looked down upon vs with plutocratic 
scorn, others with indifference or surprise, but 
those who realized what they yere mlsblng must 
have envied us as we strode ale ng, inhaling great 
draughts of pure ozone, stopping to rest or read, 
or eat or sleep, whenever we wished, and always 
carrying with us the exultant : sense of personal, 
physical triumph 
<rver this proud old Alpine 


world 


But we were b/ no means tot il abstainers from 


the pleasures of occasional drives, which lent 
added zest to our tramps. Onb drive which we 
took over the Grlmsel pass is Indelibly impressed 
on my memory. 
Having blistered our feet on 


the trip to the Grimsel Hospice we limped Ig- 
nomlnously into the hostelry &nd requested the 
proprietor to send us some liniment. 


Quick to take advantage of the situation, he 


Inquired whether we would not like a carriage for 
the rest of the Journey to Melrlngen. 


"It Is not much more expensive than the dili- 


gence," he explained, "and of course there are 
many advantages in having one's own private 
equipage " 


The picture he drew of us rolling along In 


luxury proved so attractive that we at once fell 
In with his suggestion 


When our turnout was announced we descended 


In state, preceded by the porter, the concierge, 
the proprietor and the head waiter, all of whom 
had lent their distinguished services in the mat- 
ter of the carriage transaction and had been re- 
warded accordingly. 


So great was our consternation on being told 


that a rickety victoria drawn by a braying mule 
was our much vaunted "equipage" and so ludi- 
crous was the whole situation that we were too 
nonplussed to protest. Moreover, the mule was 
braying so vigorously that any remarks we might 
have made would have been hopelessly swallowed 
up in the noisy confusion of our exit. 


Such a ride as that would be bard to duplicate 


at any price. The road twisted and writhed along 
the precipitous side of a deep gorge through 
which poured a mountain torrent This gorge 
was sufficiently awe-inspiring even when contem- 


plated from a safe distance, but our mule had no 
Idea of safe distance 
His ono thought seemed to 


be to leap the precipice, while the driver's frantlo 
efforts to frustrate these suicidal and homicidal 
attempts were badly seconded by a pair of feeble 
and worn looking reins and a brake, which, at 
critical moments, refused to work, thus precipi- 
tating the carriage upon the already overwrought 
and almost hysterical mule. 


Kvery time we rounded a corner w« held oir 


breath In terror, for turning corners In this vehi- 
cle was a painfully precarious performance. 
When the prancing mule had safely negotiated 
the turn the crisis was by no means past, since 
the carriage wheels were suffering from some 
internal disorder that made them slide and slip, 
wabble and-pitch forward rather than roll, while 
the harness, being pieced with ends of rope and 
bits of string, was in Imminent danger of collapse. 


About an hour aft- 


er we had started, 
bearing the diligence 
with it* six sure-toot- 
ed horces coining up 
at full speed, we mod- 
estly 
directed 
the 


driver to turn aside, 
hoping the passengers 
would be enjoying the 
scenery too much to 
have any eyes for ui. 
But Just as the dlll- 
genco came abreast 
of our "equipage," tlw 
mule, having no tast>» 
for obscurity,

waters and the star- 
tled tourists, turning 
with one accord to 
l o o k back at us, 
paused speedily out of 
our sight In a gale ot 
laughter. 


By this time, suffer- 


ing more from wound- 
ed pride than from 
blistered feet, wo me- 
chanically 
repeated

tel proprietor

The last days of 


summer 
were 
now 


gone, and, according 
to our origins! plan 
our pedestrian tour 
had come to an end. 
But when the time 
came to get Into a 
stuffy train at Melr- 
lngen and return to 
the smoke and bustle 
of civilization we de- 


cided that it was Impossible to leave Switzerland 
without at least one snow mountain to our credit. 
Accordingly, instead of securing railway tickets 
we engaged two guides and set off for the Ewlg- 
schneehoin, a mountain which is only 11000 high, 
but which commands one of the finest pano- 
ramas in Hie high Alps and, in good weather, ac- 
cording to Baedeker, "presents little difficulty to 
adepts " 


Unfortunately, however, by thus starting from 


a point only 2,000 feet above sea level, we gave 
ourselveb a climb of 9,000 feet, which Is over 
2,000 feet mnre than from tho Egglshorn hotel 
to the top of the .Jungfrati." 


WP slept that night on straw between huge 


woolen blankets In an Alpine hut built by tho 
Swiss Alpine club for the free use of all passers- 
by 
As we were drenched from walking all day 


in the rain and there was barely enough wood 
on hand lo mako tra and heat our canned soup, 
wo were forced next morning at four o'clock to 
get into lev clothes. 


There Is nothing more dangerous on such trips 


as this than new-fallen snow, which conceals the 
crevasses yawning in the glaclor beneath. We 
were all roped together and as the head guide 
sounded tho snow with his ice axe at every 
step, our progress necessarily was slow and 
monotonous 
But when the Ice ax suddenly re- 


vealed that wo were on the brink of a snow- 
covered crevasse which was a veritable death 
trap, wo realized that our guide's precautions 
were neither perfunctory nor excessive. A few 
minutes Inter an avalanche, carrying tons of 
snow, ice and boulders, came tearing down about 
five yards to our right, but so stlmulatpd were we 
by the altitude and the novelty of the situation 
that wo felt no emotion save a sort of Intoxica- 
tion of ecstasy and awe. 


In every direction, as far as the eye rouM 


reach, was a region of dazzling white—of lifeless, 
endless winter 
Wo were tired and cold and 


hungry and wot, but our keenest and dominant 
sensation was one of exhilaration. A new aspect 
of nature had been opened to our view. Cold she 
was, and cruel, In this mood, but incomparably 
beautiful and pure 
And when at last we turned 


our faces toward the familiar lower levels, It was 
with a feeling of exultation that this once, at 
least, It had been our privilege to tread thesn cor- 
ridors of flowing Ice, to hear the thunder of the 
avalanche, to gaze face to face upon the Jungfrau, 
the queen qf the Bernese Alps, with her court 
of snowy giants, and to enter, as ft were, the 
very holy of holies of this mighty temple of na- 
ture to which pilgrims fiock from the ends of 
the earth—a temple not built with hands, whiter 
than marble, as enduring as tho world itself and 
reaching to the very heavens.

NEW BILL TO AID LOCAL DEALERS. 


The retail merchants of the United States are working for the passage of 


the Stevens Bill, aud they are calling upon their congressmen and senators 
to work for and vote for the bill. 
The bill is one that is calculated to 


prevent unfair competition between tho big mail order houses and the 
country merchants. 


It is a well known fact that the mail order houses get the most of their 


prestige by advertising well known commodities at a price that is below 
the regular retail price, figuring to make the loss up on other articles that 
the consumer does not know the price of. 


There are about a million retail merchants in the United States, which 


with their employes and families makes up 'a grand total of 10,000,000 
people. 
It !s. estimated that the yearly amount sent to the mail order 


houses each y ear amounts to $500,000, and that it will soon increase to 
$1,000,000,000. 


This Is un enormous amount of money to take out of the small towns 


of the country each year, and it means that a great many merchants have 
been put out of business by the competition and that in years to come there 
will be many others that will have to go. 


Of course no amount of legislation will kill off the mail order .house, be- 


cause there are people in every community who would rather send their

oil. 


Apply the oil by placing the clutch 


in the "released" position and then 
spreading the oil over the surface o 
the leather, being' careful not to USB 
so much that it will not be ubsorbec" 
by the leather. 
It is preferable to 


do this at such a time that the car can 
Btand overnight and thus give tho ol 
time to penetrate. 
When the clutch 


slips it i.s usually due to an excess o 
lubricating oil on the leather. Fuller's 
earth or talcum powder sifted in upon 
the face of the leather will usually 
overcome the difficulty. 
In an einer 


gency the oil may be removed wit) 
gasoline, but care should be taken to 
apply neatsfoot oil as soon as possible 
because the gasoline absorbs the nat 
ural oil of the leather and leaves 1 
very dry anil harsh. 


It may sometimes be found neces 


Bflry (o increase the tension of I ho 
clutch spring to overcome slipping 
but this is very seldom the case. When 
-the leather in dry anil hard the olntcl 
will take bold harshly. Several appll 
cations of nefitsfoot oil may be necos 
sary to overcome this, especially if i 
lias bivn neglected for some time.

those curious nonscdenlary sands that 
continually travel hither and thither

movements are induced by the \vinils, 
find when a sironi; breeze is blowing 
the particles of which they are com- 
posed ghe out nn audible humming or 
sinning 


Under the microscope these sands 


show an .almost perfectly spherical 
form, so that they roll upon each other 
at the slightest impulse, a circum- 
stance that also accounts for the rapid- 
ity with which the sands travel over 
the desert. One theory advanced with 
respect to the "singing" of these sands 
is that it is due to nn exceedingly thin 
film of gas that covers the grains. 
Gathered and removed from the desert, 
the sands lose their vocal properties.— 
Exchange.

ure. After describing the event the 
grand duchess told Mr. Thaddeus: 


"When the echoes of the explosion 
led away a dead silence succeeded, 
vhlch, united with the darkness pre- 
alllng, so dense ns almost to bo felt, 
onduced to render our helpless posl- 
lon still more painful and uneudur- 
ble. We dared not move. There was 
o escape from the peril which sur- 
ountlcd us. Presently out of the dark- 
ess came the clear, calm voice of tho 
zar, 'My children, let us pray!1 Tho 
ound of his voice, while reassuring 
s as to his safety so far, relieved the- 
wful strain on our nerves and brought 
omfort to our hearts. 
''We sank to our knees, sobbing. 


How long we remained so I really do 
,ot know. It seemed an eternity of 
ngulsu before the guards appeared 
vlth candles, little expecting to find 
a alive. Some of us were nearly de- 
mented when the welcome relief ar- 
Ived, and our feelings were not calmed 
s we then contemplated tho awful 


nature of the destruction we had es- 
aped. 


A few feet In front of the cznr was 


a black chasm where so short a time 
Before had been the brilliantly lit din- 
ug room filled with servants. Not a 
race of it or of them remained."

The senate rejected an amendment 


by Senator Newlands providing for 
the building or purchase of auxiliary- 
cruisers for the navy fo be used as 
commerce carriers in time of peace, j 
and as navy auxiliaries in time of war.

An amendment suggested by Sena- 


tor O'Gorman, who had charge of the 
bill, was adopted. It provides for the 
striking out of the bill the provision 
for the free admission into tho United 
States raw material for ship build- 
ing or for repairs. 
The senator said 


it was not necessary, as it was taken 
care of in existing laws. 


The bill that passed the senate is 


an amended form of the house meas- 
ure, which limits to registry in the 
Cnited States foreign built ships when 
owned by citizens'of the United States 
or corporations organized under the 
laws of the United States, or any 
state; but it excludes such vessels 
from engaging in the coastwise trade. 


A section of the senate bill author- 


izes the president to suspend the laws 
requiring watch officers on such ves- 
sels to be citizens of the United States 
whenever in his judgment there is not 
enough citizens of the United States 
available and qualified to fill such po- 
sitions. 
The bill also authorizes the presi- 


dent in his discretion to suspend the 
•provision of the law requiring sur- 
vey, 
inspection, and measurement by 


officers of the United States of foreign 
built vessels admitted to American reg- 
istry under the act." 
The bill authorizes the president 


and secretary of the navy to use the 
navy yards when not inconsistent with 
the needs of the navy, to repair mer- 
chant vessels. Naval officers are al- 
lowed to serve on merchant vessels 
with the permission of the secretary 
of the navy, and vessels acquired by 
the Red Cross are to be admitted to 
registry for the period of war. 


'The Weeks bill, which passed the 


senate some days ago, has been 
blocked in the house committee on. 
naval affairs. This measure provides 
for the creation of navy mall and ex- 
press lines between the United States 
and South America, and also between 
the United States and Kurope during 
the war.

Bill la Amended to Provide for United 


States Ownership of Merchant Ves- 
sels—Coastwise Trade Is Extended 
in the Measure. 


Washington, Aug. 13.—The shin reg- 


istry bill passed the senate Tuesday 
night alter au amendment had been 
added requiring that corporations ap- 
plying for registry for loreign built 
ships under the act must show that a 
majority of their stock is owned by 
citizens of the United States. 


The substance o£ this amendment 


was offered by Senator Saulbbury and 
rejected. 
Senator Cummins renewed 


the amendment, just before the bill 
went to its final passage. It was car- 
ried by a vote of 23 to 21. 


.The bill will go to conference, and 


is'likely to be modified scmev/hat. It 
was suggested that the Cummins 
amendment Would 1'ardly survive. 


The 
so-called Jones amendment, 


which authorizes the president to sus- 
pend the coastwise laws whenever he 
may deem it necessary in the interest 
of the "needs of domestic commerce," 
and to admit foreign built ships to en- 
ter such trade provided they have an 
American registry, was adopted after 
Selng amended to include vessels ply- 
ing between gulf points or great lake 
ports and the Atlantic or Pacific coast 
ports. 


The senate rejected an amendment 


iy Senator Newlands providing for 
the building or purchase of auxiliary 
cruisers for the navy to be used as 
commerce carriers in time of peace, 
and as navy auxiliaries in time of \\ar 
He had offered it man) times before. 


An amendment suggested by Seua- 


:or O'Gorman, who had charge ol the 
bill, was adopted. It provides for the 
striking out of the bill the provision 
tor the free admission into the United 
States raw material for ship build- 
ng or for repairs. 
The senator said 


it was not necessary, as it was taken 
cara of in existing laws. 


The bill that passed the senate is 


an amended form of the house meas- j 
lire, which limits to registry in the 
United States foreign built ships when 
owned by citizens'of the United States 
or corporations organized under the 
laws of the United States, or any 
state; but it excludes such vessels 
from engaging in the coastwise trade. 


A section of the senate bill author- 


izes the president to suspend the laws 
requiring watch officers on such ves- 
sels to be citizens of the United States 
whenever in his judgment there is not 
enough citizens of the United States 
available and qualified to fill such po- 
sitions. 


The bill also authorizes the presi- 


dent in his discretion to suspend the 
'provision of the law requiring sur- 
vey, inspection, and measurement by 
officers of the United States ol foreign 
built vessels admitted to American reg- 
istry under the act." 


The bill authorizes the president 


and secretary of the navy to use the 
navy yards when not inconsistent with 
the needs of the navy, to repair mer- 
chant vessels 
Naval officers are al- 


lowed to serve on merchant vessels 
with the permission of the secretary 
of the navy, and vessels acquired by 
the Red Cross are to be admitted to 
registry for the period of war. 


'The Weeks bill, which passed the 


senate some days ago, has been 
blocked in the house committee on 
naval affairs. This measure provides 
for the creation of navy mail and ex- 
press lines between the United States 
and South America, and also between 
the United States and Europe during 
the war. It contemplates the use ol 
fast cruisers and transports in com- 
mercial service. It probably will not 
be reported 
from the house com- 


mittee.

that thd club existed. 


Tho miclde by hanging of Arthur 


Masker a cheerful negro youth aged 
seventeen years, finally determined 
the existence of the club. 
He was 


sentenced to ten days In prison for 
vagran y and had no reason, so far as 
the authorities know, for wanting to 
die 
On the evening before his death , 


Sheriff Radcllffo noticed a mysterlou.5. 
drawing of straws and for that reason i 
ordered his trustees to watch all the 
prisoners carefully.

club was that of Rudolph Strausberg 
awaiting trial on a charge of bigamy.'

New Record. 


The talc and soapstone Industry has 


gradually expanded from a marketed 
production of 97,834 short tons, valued 
at $908,488, in 1901, to 176,833 short 
long, valued at $1,908,097 in 1913, says 
tbe United States geological survey. 
Tha production In 1913 was 16,583 
U>a» greater In quantity, and $201,134 


In value than the output of 1912, the 
previous high water mark year. 


The states that produced talc in 


1913 were New York, Vermont, Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, North Carolina, 
Georgia, Virginia, California, Massa- 
chusetts and Maryland. 
New York 


and Vermont together produced more 
than one hundred thousand sbort ton* 
of talc. 


The production of soapstone in the 


United States in 1918 was greater than 
that of all other countries combined. 
The total production in thii country 


last year was 26,662 sbort tons, valued 
at $628,077, against 25,918 abort tons, 
valued at $609,480 In 1912.

Ben Franklin's Glassea. 


Everybody who uses bifocal glasses 


probably wonders where the idea orig- 
inally came from* 
Bifocal glasses 


are the kind that possess two separate 
lenses cemented together so that by 
looking In the upper part one can see 
at a great distance, and by looking 
through the lower half one can read. 
Most authorities are Inclined to give 
Benjamin Franklin credit for the in- 
vention. He was, so the story goes, aa 
inveterate reader and could not use 
his reading glasses when looking any 
distance away. 
Finally the notion 


came to him that he could combine 
bis glasses, and he thereupon bad the 
lenses cut in half and one-half of 


each lens placed In the rim of each 
spectacle rim. The result was that 
a single pair of glasses was sufficient, 
though present day oculists state that 
the sharply drawn .line must hare 
affected his eyes. From this idea the 
oculists gradually developed a glass 
in which tbe lower part was arranged 
for reading and the upper part for 
long-distance vision, while the annoy- 
ing "marking line was eliminated." 


Pittsburgh's Covering of Soot. 


Tbe cootfall of Pittsburgh, aa de- 


termined from careful measurements 
during tbe last year, ranges from 695 
to 1,950 tons a square mile per annum. 
The destructive possibilities of this 
immense deposit may be illustrated 
by stating that if an equal amount of 
lampblack were ground with oil so 
as 'to form black paint it would cover 
from seventeen to fifty-seven square 
miles with two coats.
